B. F. AUSTIN 
County Health Officer 
Nature intends that we shall breaths 
through the nose and has so «rrAnged 
matters that the air is strained, warm­ 
ed and moistened as it peases through 
the nose. To further aid in this pro­ 
cess, nature has provided a kind of 
moist cushion which halps to fitter im­ 
purities out of the air. This cushion 
is formed of what is known as “ade­ 
noid tissue” and is similar to that 
which makes up the ton*Ik. This ade­ 
noid tissue is in the top part of the 
throat, behind the nose, and when It 
grows abnormally large it forms What 
is known as adenoids. 
What Adenoids Do 
Being located as they are, adenoids 
partially dose the natural air pass 
ages and one of the first results of 
this is mouth breathing. When this 
Condition develops, the air reaches the 
lungs in an unpurifled condition. 
Moreover, it is not sufficiently wanned 
and moistened. Children who are thus 
affected sndre and toss restlessly while 
they sleep. 
They are often slightly 
deaf and seem dull and inattentive. 
They are subject to repeated colds in 
the head and show signs of nasal ca­ 
tarrh. If proper treatment is not giv­ 
en at this time the condition soon 
grows worse and the child’s nasal 
breathing becomes more and more ob­ 
structed. But this is by no means all 
the harm done by adenoids. They af­ 
fect the voice, giving it a nasal sound, 
disfigure the facial expression, inter­ 
fere with hearing, give Tke to night 
i terrors and open the way for serious 
invasion by disease germs. One of the 
chief disfigurements caused by ade­ 
noids is that of the jaws and teeth. 
The teeth of the upper jaw stick out 
and are not covered by the lip as they 
should be. The upper lip shortens. At 


toms. 
Quite often there is earache. 
Earache always means that a child Is 
in danger of ^coming deaf. There 
may be some discharge from one or 
both ears. This is always very danger­ 
ous and should be treated by an ear 
specialist. Adenoids quite often hold 
poisonous germs which may be car­ 
ried by the blood to the heart ana 
cause heart disease, or to the joints 
and cause rheumptism. Headache and 
various nervous troubles accompany 
adenoids, and children afleeted with 
these abnormal growths are more lia­ 
ble than normal children to contract 
such diseases as scarlet fever, diph­ 
theria, whooping cough, measles, etc., 
and these diseases are apt to be more 
Severe in a child who has adenoids.
